This letter is to serve as an official complaint regarding the disgraceful handling of my sister's case by Detective Hart of 
the Waltham Police Department. His lack of empathy shown to my ne phe aan who had just received 
shocking news on March 17, 2015 of the death of his mothe a TT ame eM 
deplorable. The run around he endured and the offensive behavior and blatant disrespect shown to him was appalling. 
GMB had to call six times and go to the Waltham Police Station four times (first time he was told that the detective that 
had to write the report wasn't in from Tuesday, March 17th returning on Saturday, March 21%, second time Saturday, 
March, 21* he was told he wasn't in and another time he was told the report and pocketbook was lost "they couldn't - 
find it" and then he had to put up with Detective Hart's sarcastic remark "that he didn't see what the big deal was 
because it was only $80.00 and a ID". He did finally receive the pocketbook with $100.00 cash and a bank card but no 
cell phorie (Metro PCS - Samsung Galaxy 4G Light) which they must have had to get my number to call me. Also, none of 
her jewelry (a diamond cross with 4 cultured pearl ends and a thin-silver chain, 5-10 silver bangles: one that was a 
snake design (given to her by my mother from her mother), and several silver and gold rings that she never took off so 
‘they were taken off.of her body) and the other purse items and cards: hospital, SS etc. wasn't returned to us either. It 
seems because her death was under investigation she and her family are no longer considered human beings. No matter 
what the circumstances are surrounding the death of a person the officer involved should look back on the police 
mission statement: "We strive to maintain a partnership with all our citizens in order to provide the responsive, 
highest quality police service possible...." and the value statement: Highly...... These values are an integral part of...." 
We are committed to respecting individual rights, human dignity, and the values of all members of the community...... 
and remember that they serve all of us not matter what. Detective Hart fell far short.of the police department's mission 


and value statements. 


| would like to know where her jewelry is and have it returned to me as soon as possible. It should have been returned 
to us with her belongings from the coroner's office. If time can be found in the police departments busy schedule to 
look into this matter it would be greatly appreciated. I'm looking forward to hearing from you soon.
